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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The Amendments filed 12/19/05 and 9/19/05 has been considered in preparing this Office 
action. Claims 39, 40 and 50-65 remain pending in this application. Applicants' Amendments to 
the claims and the Remarks/ Arguments provided in page 9 of the Amendment filed 9/19/05 for 
claim 38, now presented as independent claims 39, 40, 57 and 62 have overcome the rejections 
and/ or the teachings of the prior art reference, the Yokota et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,181,313), 
recited in the prior Office action mailed 4/21/05. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 39, 40 and 50-65 are allowed; and are renumbered as 1-18. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a display controller for controlling a display on a 
display panel. Each independent claims 39, 40, 57 and 62 requires the use of a register (105) for 
setting a division ratio (R), the number of reference clocks (N), and a number of active lines (M) 
whereas the closest prior art, the Yokota et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,181,313) or Moriwaki (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,822,630) requires a display controller (2) or a control circuit (27), which does not 
teach or suggest the claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

3. The drawings are objected to because a minor error has been found in Fig. 2 as follows: 
The reference characters for: item "1 12" must be changed to —Operating voltage 

generator--; and for item "111" must be changed to "Scanning line driver", which are described 
in line 16 of page 7 of the specification.
